It's a basic regenerative design using a 30 triode 
tube. There is a large, round, woven coil attached to the grid via a 
parallel connected capacitor and resistor. A smaller woven coil is attached 
to the plate of the 30 tube. It can be moved closer to, or farther from, 
the larger coil to provide the necessary feedback. It appears he powered it 
with an A and B battery. The 30 tube requires 2 volts @ 60 ma on the 
filament, and about 135 volts on the plate. My question is what kind of 
speaker/phones should I use. I'm guessing the B+ is supplyed through the 
speaker to get to the plate of the tube. Also, what kind of power source 
might I be able to use. I'm not sure where I would attach a ground. 

My grandfather probably got the design from an old radio magazine. His 
basement is full of pre-1950 Radio Electronics issues. Thanks for any 
advice.

My guess would be that it originally used a 45 or 22.5 volt "B" battery. You 
might try a stack of 4 or 5 modern nine volt units. Use headphones with 
2000 ohms impedance or more which may be hard to find these days. Sounds 
like B+ was routed THROUGH the headset so keep it on the low side. 
Regeneration would be controlled by the position of the moveable "tickler" 
coil. Ground would go to one side of the 30 filament and the bottom end of 
the antenna coil.
